Fig. 6 has been amended to more clearly illustrate that the laser beam is reflected from 
the layer labeled as 522.

Fig. 6 as amended is fully supported by 
the application as filed and does not introduce any new matter into application. 

Fig. 10 has been amended to correct a labeling error found in the originally filed Fig. 10. 
The labeling number for the transparent layer in Fig. 10 (972) has been corrected to 912. 
Support for amended Fig. 10 can be found in the second full paragraph found on page 49 of the 
specification and in the attached amendment to the specification listed above.
